Freed Von Papen 
Faces USS. Trial 


NUERNBERG, Germany, (AP) — 
Dr. Wilhelm Hoegner, minister- 
president of Bavaria, told the Ger- 
man people Tuesday night that 
Franz Von Papen faces trial by a 
de-Nazification board if he remains 
in the United States occupation 


zone. 

Dr. Hoegner, broadcasting soon 
after Von Papen was acquitted by 
the international military tribunal, 
said the former diplomat would be 
brought before German authorities 
and “that means he will be con- 
demned for several years at hard 
Jabor.” 

Dr. Hoegner later told reporters 
he gave orders to German authori- 
ties that similar de-Nazification ac- 
tion would be taken against Hjalmar 
Schacht, former president of the 
reichsbank, and Hans Fritsche, ex- 
Nazi propagandist, if they remained | 
within his jurisdiction, They also 
were acquitted by the military 
tribunal. 

Dr. Hoegner continued: 

“I consider the acquittal of Von 
Papen a most astonishing thing. 
I consider him the real instigator 
of the third reich.” 

Von Papen was German chan- 
cellor before Hitler and urged old 
President Paul Von Hindenburg to 
appoint Hitler his successor, r 

Dr. Hoegner said he “supposed 
the British, Russian and French 
zones also would institute de-Nazi- 
fication action against the three 
acquitted defendants, depending on 
where they establish residence, 

Austrian authorities have asked 
custody of Von Papen, who was 
German ambassador to that coun- 
try at the time Hitler absorbed it 
in anschluss.

Following is the price schedule 
announced for milk delivered to the 
consumers’ premises: eight cents a 
pint and 14 cents a quart for milk, 
not including that with four per-

four percent butterfat; 10 cents a 
pint and 16 cents a quart, milk con- 
taining 4.5 percent butterfat or over; 
13 cents a quart, buttermilk. 


Jump in prices to producers will 
mean $3.35 a hundred pounds of 
milk produced, basis 3.5 percent 
butterfat,

One of Alberta’s best known and 
most popular pioneers, James Alex- 
ander “Jimmy” Sutherland died in 
a city hospital Monday after a brief 
illness. He was 71 years. 

Bora in Truro, N.S., Mr. Suther- 
land came west with his father, 
George Sutherland, in 1884 and set- 
tled in the Namao district. Since 
that time his name had become

U.S. ‘Turtle’ Reaches Ohio; 
Flies 11,237 Miles Non-Stop

flight of 11,237 miles from Perth, 
Australia.

The twin-engined Lockheed Nep- 
tune P2V, carrying a crew of four 
men and a baby kangaroo, exceeded 
by 3,321 miles the non-stop mark of 
7,916 miles set last November by the 
army’s B-29 Dream Boat.

JOACHIM VON RIBBENTROP 

Hitler's foreign minister when 
Germany scooped up other nations 
with disdain for treaties was 53- 
year-old Joachim Von Ribbentrop, 
ex-champaigne salesman, He bor- 
rowed the proud “Von” for his 
name: pretended all his life he was 
something he wasn’t. Ribbentrop 
sold Hitler on the ikea’ Britain 
never would fight the invasion of 
Poland.

FRANZ VON PAPEN 

At 67, Franz Von Papen wound 
up a fantastic career as a melo- 
dramatic diplomat by being tried as 
engineer of the Austrian anschluss, 
super-spy for Hitler in Turkey, wil- 
ling helper of Nazi aims in Sundry 
countries. Gray, thin and be- 
spectacled, he knew all the world’s 
leading diplomats imtimately over 
many years. He threw the prestige 
of Junkers noblemen and Catholic 
lay leaders behind the Nazis in 1933, 
never was without a job as long as 
Hitler was in powe 

ARTHUR SEYSS INQUART 

Intellectual of the Nazis on trial 
at Nuernberg was Arthur Seyss In- 
quart, Austrian-born, with an in- 
telligent quotient high enough to be 
a professor anywhere. He was ace 
cused of working Austrian national- 
ists out.of power in Vienna, taking 
over as Hitler’s stooge. Then he 
became a power in occupied Poland, 
eventually the Nazi boss of Holland, 
where patriots were shot as hostages 
without trial. 

ALFRED SPEER 

Some of Hitler's finest displays of 
showmanship such as party rallies in 
the Nuernberg stadium, were mada 
possible by Albert Speer. He was 
an architect. He knew how to build 
a reichschancellory that would im- 
press Germans, a stadium that 
would enhance exciting pagents. 
When Todt, creator of the West 
wall,, died, Speer was chosen by 
Hitler as armaments producer for 
the war embattled reich. Speer, now 
41, says he tried to soften Hitler's 
ideas, even thought of gassing him 
in the Berlin bunker he built, but 
the international military tribunal 
never received more than his word 
for that. 

KONSTANTIN VON NEURATH 

At 73, Konstantin Von Neurath is 
the oldest of the Nuernberg defend- 
ants. He has been a diplomat all 
his life, was Hitler’s foreign min- 
ister until the Austrian anschluss 
when Ribbentrop took over 
Neurath, an old line Prussian, at- 
tempted to show a break with the 
Nazis, was unable to account for his 
service as reichs-protector for 
swallowed-up Czechoslovakia. His 
heart is weak, he has missed some 
days for illness during the long trial. 

HANS FRIZSCHE 

Goebbels is dead. Nearest to him 
in the propaganda ministry under 
Hitler was Hans Fritzsche, 46. He 
was the radio voice dispensing the 
“line” the fuehrer wanted dispens- 
ed. He was chief of the radio divi- 
sion. He said at his trial that Hit- 
ler and Goebbels “deceived” him and 
the German people. In low, moder- 
ate tones, he told the international 
military tribunal he was a follower 
of Hitler at first, later had doubts. 
He never quit, though.

De Gaulle in Daring Gamble 


Seeking Power as President 


By Charles Nichols 


LONDON. Charles de*®Gaulle 
has put down his chips in the 
biggest gamble in the convulsive 


political history of the new France. 
By throwing his powerful, war- 
won influence against the proposed 
constitution for the Fourth Re- 
public, worked out on a compromise 
basis by the parties of the left and 
centre, he has tossed away the 
immediate opportunity of becoming 
liberated Frances’s first president 
with limited powers for the chance 
of later winning the same office 
with greater executive powers. 
Outcome of this political gamble, 
in which one man _ puts his 
influence against the combined 
weight of the three great parties 
of the country—Roman Catholics, 
Socialists and Communists is 
to shape the character of 
France for the next decade at least 
Important Manoeuvre 


De Gaulle’s persona] “frank no” 
to the questions raised by the 
constitution drawn up by the con- 
stituent assembly is his second 
important manouevre in his plan 
to realize his dream of a strong, 
democratic Prance, free from the 
political venality of the pre-war 
Third Republic and unassailable by 
hostile foreign influences. 

His first move was made last 
spring when the first constituent 
assembly, dominated by Socialists 
and Communists, drafted a con- 
stitution which would have put 
executive power in the hands of 
the popular assembly( house of 
commons), leaving the president, 
the state council (senate) and 
judiciary at the mercy of whatever 
political group controlled the as- 
sembly. He asked the electorate to 
vote against the proposed con- 
stitution and it did so

This time de Gaulle has not 
told the electorate to vote “No” in 


the October 13 referendum in which 
it will be presented to the nation;

Had de Gaulle approved the con- 
stitution, undoubtedly he would 
have become the first president of 
the new republic, presiding in all 
probability over a government 
formed by a coalition of the parties 
of the left and centre.

In all likelihood the country will 
divide almost evenly at the referen- 
dum, approving or disapproving the 
draft by a narrow margin. The 
tendency will be for the nation to 
split more definitely between right 
and left with possible disappearance 
of the strong de Gaullist Catholic 
Democratic party which has bridged 
the two extreme wings of political 
opinion in the last 

In place of Catholic Democrats, 
the Gaullist Union, a loosely formed 
body devoted to the general's 
political aims, is likely to take more 
prominent shape as the political 
expression of the right centre, 


But whatever happens, de 
Gaulle’s action, in the opinion of 
most observers, has made the 


schism between the political sides 
of the country more extreme, If 
the new constitution is defeated, 
and if a new constituent assembly 
dominated by de Gaullists drafts 
one more to the general's liking, 
he may become the Fourth Re- 
public’s first president with great 
executive power, But he will rule 
over a country split into uncom- 
promising camps.

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At Nuernberg 

The collective trial at Nuernberg has 
been in progress for nearly a year. The 
verdicts just handed down there and the 
penalties imposed are the results of long 
and exhaustive study. No charge of un- 
due or unseemly haste can ever be raised 
against the tribunal, nor against the Allied 
nations for whom it is acting. 

The judges represent, and worthily re- 
present, judical character and learning at 
the highest level to be found in the United | 
States, Russia, France and Great Britain. 
Collectively the jurors are eminently fitted 
to apply the highest human conceptions of 
justice to the record of Nazism and the parts 
played in that record by the men at the bar. 

The accused have had the advantage of 
counsel of their own choosing. They have | 
been given every facility to present evidence 
on their own behalf. Cost has been no bar- 
rier to the preparation and presentation of | 


the strongest case that could be made out 
for them or any one of them. Time has | 
counted for nothing. Prejudice has been rig- | 
idly excluded. No men anywhere ever had 
a more ample opportunity to clear themselves 
of the charges laid against them. 

This is something of which the Allied 
peoples should be profoundly thankful and 
forever proud. Thankful because there can 
be no such thing as that any of these men 
should be crowned with halos as martyrs. | 
Proud because never before did conquerors 
display a finer self-restraint in dealing with 
the leaders of their defeated enemies. 

This trial has presented the world with 
the clearest possible contrast between the 
spirit and methods of Nazism and the spirit 
and methods of freemen. Had the circum- 
stances been reversed, Allied leaders would 
have been shot like dogs, as millions of people 
were killed in Europe for no offence but that 
they resisted Nazi aggression and intoler- | 
ance. But the worst hardships inflicted 
upon Herr Goering and his associates was | 
that they should show an impartial and met- | 
iculously judicial tribunal that they had not 
been personally responsible for crimes com- 
mitted by their party organization. 

That eighteen of the accused have not 
been able to clear themselves of the specific 
charges laid against them was_ because | 
they were guilty, not because they were not 
given the fullest and fairest possible chance 
to disprove the accusations. None of these 
men are to be punished on presumption of 
guilt. 

For what has befallen them, they are 
themselves responsible. Neither their judges 
nor people in the Allied countries will have 
any cause for self-reproach or repining. The | 
penalties imposed upon those convicted are 
the logical outcome of deliberate acts in vio- 
lation of documented international law and 
even of the age-old German conception of 
justice. 


Two Problems 


The Congress of Labor has endorsed 
the idea that Dominion housing plans should 
be changed so as to provide for government- 
subsidized low-rental houses and apart- 
ments. There cannot now be any consider- 
able proportion of Canadians who do not see 
that if living accommodation is to be pro- 
vided for people of low and moderate in- 
comes, part of the building cost will have to 
be met by grants from the public treasury. 

At present prices it is impossible to 
build houses or apartments to rent at $20 
to $25 a month without the builder losing 
money. Hence nobody is building houses 
for that purpose, nor at all likely to do so. 
If we are to get such houses and suites, in 
anything like the number required, the public 
will have to “absorb” this inevitable loss, 
through the payment of subsidies, There 
isn’t any other way to induce unprofitable 
construction. 

But there is another problem which 
must also be solved, Materials are so scarce 
that financing the building of a house is | 
only. the first and least of the difficulties. 
No amount of government subsidizing can 
bring houses into existence when there isn’t 
cement and lumber out of which to build 
them and plumbing and other fittings with | 
which to equip them. 

These things are scarce because they 
are not being produced. The Congress 
might be able to do something to remedy 
that situation. The scarcities exist because 
of industrial dead-locks arising out of labor- 
management disputes. While these dead- 
locks continue the scarcities will continue, 
subsidies or no subsidies for house-building. 

Having told the government what it | 
should do—quite correctly—the Congress | 
might further show its practical interest in 
ihe question by urging that labor and man- 
igement in the supply industries get back 
into production, and thereby give the sub- 
sidy policy a chance to really build some 
houses and apartment blocks.

For months rumors have been circu- 
lating in Canada that manufacturers of clo- 
thing and some other scarce commodities 
were holding back supplies — also with the 
object of bolstering the claim that price con- 
trol is throttling production, 

Maybe these rumors are nothing more 
than imaginings prompted by the scarcities. 
They have however coincided with an active 
campaign for the removal of price controls, 
carried on through some publications long 
identified with interests which could profit 
through the aboliton of these controls. 

Governments and public officials have 
other things to do than probing every tale 
that is borne on the winds of gossip. But 
the circumstances are such that these par- 
ticular reports should put officials every- 
where on the alert for indications that sup- 
plies are being held back as a part of con- 
trol-busting strategy. And if such indicat- 
ions appear in any quarter, there should be 
prompt and thorough investigation, with full 
publicity when the facts have become known. 

This is necessary for the protection of 
the consuming public, But it is also called 
for in fairness to the manufacturers invol- 
ved in the rumors and to these producers 
generally. Any who are not playing the 
game fairly should be exposed, Equally, 
any who are falsely accused should be given 
the benefit of an official clearance, Official 
vigilance alone can do justice in both di- 
rections at a time when scarcities tend to 
arouse suspicions and suspicions tend to pass 
into circulation.

|ada’s national income now runs at 


about $11 billions for less than 
12,000,000 people.

system.” 


In Canada Mr, Shpihun has done 
well, married and brought up four 
healthy children and for the last 
six years has worked for $160 a 
month in a shipyard—about eight 
times what he would be paid if 


jhe were an average worker in Rus- 


sia, There are only a few officials 
and factory managers who can hope 
to earn as much as Mr, Shpihun 
earned in Vancouver, 

But Mr, Shpihun complains that 
he was out of work for seven weeks 
this year. Even with this loss of 
income he was still so wel] off that 
his position would be the envy of 
nearly all Russians, 

He says, however, that in Russia, 
if he were out of work, it would be 
the responsibility of the govern- 
ment to transfer him to another 
job, This is true, But Mr, Shpihun 
would have to take the job the 
government offered, wherever it 
might be, perhaps in the remote 
Arctic, and he would have to ac- 
cept precisely the wage, the work- 
ing conditions and the house the 
government decided, Otherwise he 
would have no job, no ration card 
and no food, This is the system 
which he would evidently like to 
see in Canada. but, if so, it is an 
ambition not widely shared by the 
Canadians who have worked be- 
side him in the industry of Canada, 


Here Mr, Shpihun can join a 
trade union and protest against the 
decisions of employers or of the 
government, But as the United 
States book points out, in Russia 
the unions “are part of the appa- 
ratus for the all-knowing and pre- 
sumably far-seeing employer (the 
state) and who, by definition, is 


supposed to have the same inter- 
ests as the workers at all times

CAIRO—The British negotiations 
with the Egyptian government, for 
a revision of the 1936 treaty are 
completely deadlocked. The reason 
is that, a few weeks ago, the British 
delegation dug in their toes and 
ever since have refused to make 
any further concessions on two 
points the Egyptians consider vital. 
The first is the future of the Su- 
dan. Ever since Lord Kitchener, 
fifty years ago, broke the power 
of the fanatical Dervishes and av- 
enged the murder of Gen. C. G, 
Gordon at Khartoum, the Sudan 
has been jointly administered by 
the British and Egyptian govern- 
ments under a condominium. Ac-) 
tually, the main responsibility for 
administration devolved upon the 
British, since the Egyptians showed 
little desire to share the respon- 
sibility for improving the lot of 
the Sudanese, On the contrary, the 
Egyptians for the most part merely 
tried to stir up trouble and, in 1924, 


murdered the British governor 
general, Sir Lee Stack, 
Until recently, the Egyptians 


have accepted without much com- 
plaint the British predominance in 
the Sudan, But in recent years, 
with the increased growth of Egypt- 
ian nationalism has come a man- 
ifestation of imperialism and an 
imperialist slogan: “Unity of the 
Nile Valley Under the Egyptian 
Crown,”

should be a joint responsibility. 
All Egyptian opinion accepts the 
premise that, in the event of aggres 
sion against Egypt or any adjacent 
country, Britain would be accord- 
ed the fullest facilities for deploy 
ing her military strength in alliance 
with that of Egypt.

The book is the offi- 
cial text used in Russian secondary 
schools. According to Dr. S. Counts 
of Columbia University, it may be 
looked upon as the official Soviet 
view of the war and the only view 
the youth of Russia will be per- 
mitted to know. It will shape their 
outlook towards the rest of the 
world 


Those who have read it in Rus- 
sian report the “history” assumes 
that Russia won the war with only 
minor assistance from Allies, A- 
mong those Allies Yugoslavia was 
the only one and Tito the only lead- 
er worthy of favorable mention, The 
African and Italian campaigns re- 
ceive mention in one sentence 
only. The Pacific campaign is not 
mentioned at all, which means 
there is no mention of the atomic 
bomb. Franklin D. Roosevelt is 
mentioned once, incidentally, as 
having attended a meeting at Te- 
heran. There is no mention what- 
ever of the armaments and equip- 
ment of all kinds sent to Russia by 
the United States, Canada and 
Great Britain but it is set forth 
that the Russian industrial estab- 
lishment equipped the Russian 
armies and the Russian collective 
farms fed them. 

However, the Soviet historian 
permits the youth of Russia to know 
there was a western invasion of the 
continent.

BOSTON, Oct. 1—(BUP)—Unless every member of the 
Boston Red Sox breaks a leg this year’s world series will 
find Manager Joe Cronin watching the games from the 
closest possible view—the third-base coaching box. 


One of the more colorful signts/ 
in baseball is Joe’s good luck rit- 
ual. He walks over to the coaches’ 
box, picks up the discarded glove 
of a third baseman, and thumps 
his fist into it a couple of times 
before carefully laying it down. 

BOSTON’S AMERICAN league 
team has been shooting for a world 
series without success for 28 years. 
Now that they are on their way, 
sports writers are thumbing diction- 
aries daily for adjectives to de- 
scribe the Boston players. Praise 
is heard everywhere for the hard- 
hitting air-tight fielders or the de- 
pendable, victory-conscious pitch- 
ers, 

But, for Joe Cronin, the man who 
developed this wonder team, play- 
er by player, there is little praise. 
Last year the fans were asking for 
his scalp. This year they simply ig- 
nore Cronin’s part in the Red Sox 
surge,

he has been able to keep his Red 
Sox running away from the rest of 
the league. 

This year, Frisco Joe has shown 
one and all that he knows how to 
handle pitchers. His four aces, 
Mickey Harris, Dave Ferris, Tex 
Hughson and Joe Dobson have 
been steady winners ever since 
they came under the Cronin reigu 
Even when they went bad, Joe 
had confidence in them, 

When Joe Dobson couldn't seem 
to finish a game after his father’s 
death, Cronin kept sending him to 
the hill until he snapped back to 
form with a three-hitter, And when 
Mickey Harris was knocked out 
of the box twice in one day at 
New York, Joe shot him right back 
at the Yanks on their next trip to 
Boston, Harris justified his man- 
ager’s confidence and won his 
game, holding the Bronx bombers 
to one run. 

NO RED SOX ieam ever has 
lacked batting punch. Players who 
couldn't beg, borrow or steal a base 
hit on other teams have made pit-| 
chers tremble after joining the 
Cronin crew, Rookies coming to 
Boston always have hit better than 
their minor league records would 
indicate. Ted Williams, Bobby 
Doerr, Johnny Pesky and Dom Di- 
Maggio all were good minor leag- 
uers—but they all batted higher 
in the majors,

The mother 
of such an infant should be assured 
that the healthy premature infant 
follows the basic sequence of nor- 
mal, mental crowth, making due 
ellowances fer its spurious age.” 

It may be pertinent to remind 
mothers of such infants that they 
do well to feed the baby and deal 
with him as if he were his real 
age(once the nine-month period is 
past) rather than according to the 
number of months he has been in 
the world. Also, refrain from com- 
paring these tiny mites with those 
who have had a normal exper- 
ience by being born at term. Event-
